. .» Durlſhippes remained nine day?s af Bantam, pzouis. 
ding themkelues of all necefſaries, where they were wels 
come,and with great toy and gladneſſe, receiued bothgreat 
and ſmall,the reaſon thereof was,becauſe they thought that 
the Poztingalles were determined ts come vpon them,oz at 
teaſt to build a Caſtile vpon an Jle, hard by Ba»cam, but tha 
KL o2d hath confounded their dcfleignes, ,

ſHippes ſeperatcd themlelues, the better to farnilh their las 
ding, whereof two directed their courſe foz Bavds, and the 
fozTerreveta, where they found our Factoz0z Commiſſio- 
ner Francis Veraoes in god health , being in great fauour 
with the King there, who ſhewed him all curteſle and kinds 
nelſſe, but he hav not any great ſtoze of Clones , by reaſon 
thatthe yeare had bene veris vnſeaſonable and vaſruitfull, 
and yeelded but (mall increaſe, as the like had not bene ſcene 
in many yeares befoze. They labed ſuch mal toze ofclones 
as they found there, and ſayled with the thz& ſhippes from 
thence fowards Ba»a, to the other two , where they alſo 
; . found our Faco2 oz Commiſſioner Adrien» Veer, in god 
health, wherc one of the two (hippes was alreadie fully la- 
den with Nutmegges and Paces, allo they laded there the 
tip called G«e/der/end, {which had bene in Terrexara)and 
the ſmall Pinnace the Doxe, with which the ſhippes the 
Admirall Yol/fer: Hermans is now comming home, The 
Pinnace (being a liftle on the other fide of Capo de buena 
Sperasza )fraied,haning loſt the company of the other two 
Gippes, the Gueier/and and Zealand, which we allo daily 
do expect: They ſayled with theſe th:e ſhips from Zenram, 
on the 2 5. dap of Auguf, The other two ſhips, Verechr 
andthe #2chfer, vnder the command of the Uiceadmnrall 
Hin: Bauwell, (ayled'from Bantam (olvards Terrenate, to 
the endefo ftate there foz thenew increaſe of clones , mens — 
ning therewith fo [ade the ſaid Cippes, 
l[ecob van Neck, with yis two ſhips, to weate the 1»:-

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/ierdem, aine-Der Gowde, who we thought Gould hauChad 
their ladingofClones'in Terrimata, and had bin there long 
befoze-the other ſhips, hath effected nothing, bpreaſon ofthe 
gread (carcitis of commodities, Aad whereas-right ouer as 
gainl; ozhard by theCaftle 7340-0, there laietwo Pdgtin- 
galles ſhips,and one /Laze/a» ſhip called the Fayrb; whith:

The Avmirall /acob Ya» Heemkercke , Wholikewile 

| layled out of theſe Countries on the 23,of Apaill, 1601, is 

arriued af Za»:arz with ſire thips,and the ſeuenth(beiag ths 
Uiceadmitrall , loſing the company ofthe other ſhips about 
the lyne) hath bene in 4c-<-, and hath laden there ſome 
ſmall ffoze of Pepper, Wherewith be (ayled fowards Bar- 
za, where he found his company of thele ſeuen ſhips, (flue 
being fully laden) deparfed from Zara» homewardes, the 
x 1, of Pay,ia the yeare 1602. which was tong befoze thele 
the came thence, they muſt be as we thinke in the Jle of 
©. Helens, becauſe they would not willingly fall vpon thoſe 
coaltes in the winter ſcaſon : the Lozde graunt them a pzob 
perous voyage and ſafe arrinall,
